Crit Walton, Jonesville, 
has rye and harry vetch 
sown on his tobacco ground. 
2 | The vetch is splendid, but 
| jis bothersome later in later 
years by re-seeding to feed 
in the wheat crops some- 
thing like cockel. Some 
farmers, prefer not to use 
vetch because of this item. 
Otherwise, it is a great 
winter legume and makes 
splendid early June hay 
crop sown with wheat, rye 
or barley in the fail.

He 
thinks it one of the best of 
hays. His stock will eat it 
in preference to most any 
hay or fodder, ete.

winter pea for hay, sown in 
fall with rye and wheat. 
These peas have stood our 
winters well. They promise 
to take the place of vetch 
as a winter legume hay 
crop.

"hearts the many signal favors of Almighty God, especially by affording them an op- 
| portunity to_establish a form of government for their safety and happiness.’ 

“Now, therefore, I do recommend and assign Thursday, the 26th day of Nov- 
ember next, to be devoted by the People of these States to the service of that great 
and glorious Being who is the benefit Author of all the good that was, . that is, or) 
that will be—That we may then all unite in rendering unto him our sincere and! 
humble thanks—for his kind care and protection of the People of this country pre- | 
vious to their ‘becoming a Nation—for the signal and manifold mercies and the fav-| 
orable interpositions of his provideace, which we experienced in: the course and con- 
clusion of the late war—for the great degree of tranquility, union, and plenty, which 
we have since enjoyed—for the peaceable and rational manner in wnich we have 
been enabled to establish constititutions of government for our safety and happiness, 
and particularly the national One now lately instituted—for the ciyil and religious 
liberty with which we are blessed and the means we have of acquiring and diffusing 
useful knowledge; and in general for all the great and various favors which he hath 
been pleased to confer upon us. 

“And also that we may then unite in most humbly offering our prayers and. 
supplications to the great Lord and Ruler of Nations, and beseech him to pardon 
our national and other transgressions—to enable us all, whether in public or private, 
stations, -to perform our several and relative duties properly and punctually—to 
render our national government a blessing to all the People by constantly being a 
Government of wise, just, and constitutional laws, discreetly and faithfully execut- 
ed and obeyed—te protect and guide all Sovereigns and Nations (especially such as 
have shown kindness to us) and to bless them with good Government, peace, and 
concord. To promote the knowledge and practice of true religion and virtue, and| 
the increase of science among them and us—and generally to grant unto all man-.
